EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: many 
references in the art disclose shipping label but prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest, in the claimed combination, a postage stamp having RFID system 
disposed between first and second spaced apart facing major surfaces including 
a integrated circuit chip having therein an RF transmitter, an RF receiver, a 
memory stage and a control logic, a thin flat battery connected to said IC chip, 
and a thin RF antenna disposed adjacent to said battery and IC chip and 
operative to transmit and receive RF signals and couple said RF signals to and 
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from said IC chip during the interrogation thereof. Furthermore, most of the prior 
art could not beat the filing date of present invention filed on August 12, 1992.
